Taxpayers should realize this. Many 


persons are concerned about our national 
debt. 
And yet, while the national debt 


averages about $200 for every Ameri- 
can man, .-woman and child, the average 
debt of cities of 2500 population or over 
is more than $70 for every . resident. 
Korfolk, Va.} has the highestr-$258.62 
per capita. 
Municipalities' total debt 


already is more than a third the national 
debt. Moreover, cities' debts are increas- 
ing a billion dollars a year, -while the 
national debt is going do-vm that much 
and more. 


On top of all this burden, taxpayers 


have enormous state debts and county 
debts. All of which are mounting stead- 
ily. Debt means that the future is being 
mortgaged. It can be mortgaged just so 
far—to the point where taxpayers will be 
unable to pay interest on the debt. Then 
there will come a day of reckoning. 


Spending by states, counties and mu- 


nicipalities is for improvements, conduct 
of government, and for renewing old 
obligations as they fall due jnd can't be 
paid off. "Where should economy begin* 
It depends on the particular community 
involved, no two of which have exactly 
the same situation to face. 
One obvious 


common solution is to pave roads for per- 
manence instead of permitting their con- 
struction to be so poor that it goes to 
pieces and has to be patched in a matter 
of months. 


Another is to reduce the excessive cost 


of administration. 
Bureaucratic govern- 


ment is costing the people annually 
, scores of millions of dollars for which 
"they receive absolutely no benefit. 
In 


[Wisconsin alone, several million dollars 
annually represent pure waste in the 
maintenance of a top-heavy organization 
of boards, commissions, inspectors and 
•what 
not. 
"When the administrative 


branch of state government increases its 
payroll and expenses from $10,000,000 
to $20.000.000 in the short period of 
ten years, this represents tie tax prob- 
lem in an acute form. It is not alto- 
gether extravagance in public improve- 
ments that has brought high taxes. There 
has, of course, been waste and incompe- 
tency in this field, but the toll to politi- 
cians for the maintenance of machines is 
the chief burden. 


• The people can Have tax reduction 
•whenever they give themselves over se- 
riously to practical methods for doing 
away with political tribute and the sine- 
cures of office. 
Most of the so-called re- 


formers, who have attacked these abuses, 
have been the worst offenders when they 
got into office. 
Instead of giving the 


people progressive, economical govern- 
ment, as they have asserted they would 
before elected, they have continued and 
even increased tie extravagance of ad- 
ministration.

.The regime of Mussolino, apparently 


has accomplished the purpose of him and 
his followers, and Italy is declared by 
American-visitors to be much, improved in 
national spirit. It has not been all good; 
in particular, the circumstances under 
which the government was taken, over 
and maintained by for<fe constituted a 
dangerous precedent. 


The Fascist movement was a revolt 


against extreme socialism and professional 
politics. 
Socialism had gained ground, 


not only by its own propaganda, but be- 
cause the people had come to mistrust the 
integrity and sincerity of public officials. 
The public was disgusted with the self- 
interest of their servants. 


The socialists, who are anxious to try 


out their fanciful theories, have felt bit- 
ter resentment toward Mussolino, 
and 


they have been contriving to bring about 
his downfall. ^Obviously, Mussolino plans 
to turn over the government, if he is de- 
feated, to the liberals or conservatives, 
or both, with his own party retaining an 
active interest, and thereby bar the social- 
ists from returning to office. 
Thus, he 


would, if forced to retire, still achieve his 
object. ;While the means used by Musso- 
lino are open to question, and his meth- 
ods cannot be approved, it must be con- 
ceded that he has demonstrated effective- 
ly to politicians and voters that admini- 
stration for self and privilege brings re- 
volt. He has given Italy an impressive 
lesson in reactionary politics.

HIVES 


Nettlerash. urticaria or hives cotno In three sizes, 


trial or sample size, household and hospital slzo. 
Then for exclusive1 patrons we have a special giant 
hives, sometimes called agio-neurotic edema. That 
doesn't signify that only neurotics have giant hives, 
however. 
The only generalization we can fairly 


make about hives is that only folks with wheals 
have hivos in any way, shape or manner. That's 
my positive declaration about hives and I mean to 
stick to it, provided the printers spell the word as 
I do. Of course, if they see fit to correct my spell- 
ing, ae they so often do, I shall not be willing to 
fight anybody to uphold the thesis. But I cannot 
elate the central fact too emphatically: II you 
haven't got wheals you' haven't got hives. 
A wheal is a—well, ta&e a nice fresh vlgorouos 


mosquito bite, or the bite of a, flea If you prefer, 
that's a typical wheal. It Is described as a circum- 
scribed elevation of skin due to edema of the corium. 
The corium is 'the true skin under the epidermis. 
Edema, means swelling from effusion of the serum 
of the blood (the watery port) through'the blood ves- 
sel walls into,the tissue. The fingernail test of a 
wheal Is the same* as that of edema (dropsical swell- 
ing) in general—pressure with edge of the finger- 
nail leaves a slowly disappearing dent or putting. 
Wheals develop suddenly. 
First a reddened spot 


which itches, and in an hour or less the edematous 
swelling occurs, sometimes in a few minutes or 
even a few seconds, while you are looking at it. I 
had wheels—wheals. I mean, once and it would 
have been good sport watching and betting where 
the next one was' coming, had' it only been some 
one else's skin. A wheal seldom lasts longer than 
an hour—but while it lasts it is not at all modest 
about making itself felt. The more you scratch 
wheals the more wheals you'll have to scratch. 
Their characteristic tendency is to keep you guess- 
ing—they break out just where you are not scratch- 
ing and contrary to the logical deduction your host 
policy is not to scratch anywhere and then they 
won't break out rvrith so much enthusiasm. Once in 
a. -while a, hive hangs on for two or three days, but 
that isn't normal. After the subsidence of hives 
there is generally no desquamation or peeling of the 
skin such as follows other skin rashes: that is, un- 
less the victim infects himself by scratching and 
sets up a. complicating skin Inflammation—derma- 
titis. 
Some individuals are predisposed to urticaria, or 
as the condition Is now understood', sensitized. 
Others are more or less immune, perhips showing 
little or no wheal formation even from the bite of 
a moso.uito or the sting of a~ bee. Aside from 
the little we know about sensitization, allergy or 
anaphylaxis. the peculiar reaction to the entrance 
of a minute amount of foreign protein Into the 
system of the sensitized individual, there Is no sat- 
isfactory explanation of-thls variable susceptibility 
to hives. 
Local causes of hives are the bites of fleas, mos- 


quitoes, pediculi (company), bedbugs, wasps and 
bees, and contact with jellyfish, caterpillars or the 
weed called stinging nettle. 


Constitutional causes make a list as long as my 


arm when I am reaching Out to subscribe to a drive.

And a young woman fainted into the arms of 


the detective.

He was on his way 
to millions, his friends said. And today he la 
broke and in jaiL His most frequent visitor is 
Marie Cook. 


"She's a dear," says Cook. When Dr. Cook 


filed his appeal for a new trail, it -was found 
that it would cost $5000 to have a copy of the 
record of his first trial made. Cook declared he 
was without funds. His attorneys declared that 
they were unable to get the money.

MONEY BURIED? 


But even in Fort Worth are those who do not 


believe in the doctor. They are those who believe 
that out of the tangled affairs of the Petroleum 
Producers' Association Cook made much money. 


And this money, they believe, is buried some- 


where. 


There are indications that, fanciful as this may 


seem, government investigators and at least one 
federal judge believes the money exists. 


Not a clue has been found. 
When postal inspectors arrested Cook they 


seized his books. Every cent that he was known 


to have taken in was accounted for in the books. 


. They even showed that Cook was behind in his 


salary, and that the association owed him $20,000. 


But the theory grew that as head of this asso- 


ciation Cook may/'have been in a position to make 
many deals on the side, or to make deals that 
were not entered on the books. 


Cook, it is declared, made $500,000 in another oil 


_ deal b~efore the one that caused his arrest. What 


happened to this money is not known, but it is 
possible that Cook spent it.

Cook laughs at the story that ha has secreted 


millions of profits. 


"Would I for a minute hide money in the ground 


when for $75,000 I could be free? I need that 
much for bail and I can't get it." 


But there ere some who think that Cook is 


too clever to have worked for two years on his 
oil deals without putting by something for a 
rainy day. 


CONFESSED OIL SWINDLER TELLS HOW 
HE MILKED FORTUNE FROM SUCKERS 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Following is a confession of 


a Texas oil swindler. The promoter who wrote 
this operated in Fort Worth at the height of th* 
oil boom, the heyday of Dr. Frederick A. Cook. 
The writer made his money—and paid the penalty. 
He was arrested by government agents and plead- 
ed guilty. He has certified to the truth of his con- 
fession and government Investigations of his 
records have substantiated it. The promoter re- 
ferred to, of course, is not Dr. Cook.

AM an oil promoter. For two years I made 
mon»y. I would be making money at the

I organized several companies.

Crooked 
brokers probably sold another J100.000 short on 
me. I never saw that money. 


I used to be a hotel man in Montana. I pui 


$12,000. all I was worth. Into an oil company. 
I spent my last cent coming So Fort Worth to 
find out why I didn't get dividends. 


I found out. 
The company was crooked. 
I was broke, so I went to work as * carpenter. 


As I sawed. I thought a lot. IJ others could get 
rich selling oil stock, why couldn't I?* 


Whea I had $10S saved 1 took th« step. 
I sunk the whoJ« pot In one advertisement, 


statin; that I had organized an oil company. 
was goin? to sink w»Hs and wa«:~3 the public 
to buy stock. 


COULD RUN RESTAURANT 


There was no blue sky law in Texas then, so 


I operated under a. d<?c'>aratlo7i o! trust. This gave 
m* jx>w»r to do anything, even ran a restaurant. 
with th% money I«M m» by Investors, if I 
want«i to. 


It put me in absolute control. I could d&clare 


any end such dividends at any time I wanted. 
I could keep any amount of oil revenue for my- 
self. It gave me everything and my stockholders 
nothing. 


Of course. I didn't say that in my ad. All the 


promoter tells the investors is that he has organ- 
ized a company under a declaration of trust and 
intends to start drilling when he gets his stock 
sold. 


I had put my ad In a local paper. 


MONEY POURS IN 


The next day there was a flock of checks for 


?100 waiting In my mail. 


I was through with carpentering for good. It's 


a lot easier going to the postofflce at 5500 a trip 
than working eight hours a day In th« Texas sun. 


I kept on advertising and got all the money I 


wanted. Then I went out and driKed a well, and 
what wes left over I pocketed. 


I didn't strik* oil. What did I want oil for. any- 


how? I wasn't an oix.nuor. All I wanted to do 
was to sell stock In one company, drill a dry hole, 
ar.d then get my lr.\*Mors to go with me In a. new 
company and sell them som» more stock. 


The government ooaMn't prove I did not try 


to hit oil. 


They called me a go-getter Jn Fort Worth. 


People wrote that th«y were naming their chil- 
dren after m«. 
Th»y thought I was a god be- 


caa«* I advwtl*<!d that I was one. 


Women who boasht my stock wiotc proposals 


of marriage- That U?A/J to mak* my wife angry. 
Eat she knew I wins » true blue fellow. 


But what I'm dri'.lng at Is that the oil promo- 


tion ga»« >« largely «. sjcin game from start to 
finish. 


A small man can't make money In oil—It's Im- 


possible. It-coils almost $1,000,000 to strike * 


good well. The only ones who can make money 
ere the big fellows—millionaires who can afford 
to lose. 


But I was no worse than the rest of the pro- 


moters. All I learned was from watching other 
promoters. 


NOT ASHAMED OF DEALS 


I stung the investors, but I'm not ashamed of 


It. You may think I am hard boiled, but a fellow 
who hasn't any more sense than to buy oil stock 
•nithout knowing the game ought to lose. It'll 
teach him a lesson. 


And what difference does It make whether I 


get the money or someone else does? 


Tho folks who buy oil stock and try to work 


on the promoter's sympathies by telling him hard- 
luck stories arc usually fishing around to see if 
the promoter would be foolish enough to tell them 
his game was crooked. 


They'd send five and ten dollars and then pull 


their gags. 
I'd keep the money, and knowing 


what they wanted, write back and say my coin- 
pany—whichever on« I was tbo,i promoting— 
was the best UttJs company in the whole country. 


And wouldn't they fall for that! The fellow 


who was going to mortgage his homo if h» had 
to buy any more stock would get the money 
some place and shoot it in. 


There have b*«n tome small companies that 


made money. They have been few and far be- 
twe*n. Sometimes a hole has been drilled, with 
tho hope and prayers of the promoter that no oil 
mould bo found, only lo find oil. 


An acquaintance of mine struck oil. This man 


was formerly a real cslato salesman In Los An- 
gelcs. Ho bad Httle education. He knsw nothing 
about geology or oil production. 


His entire stock In trade was ability to sell. He 


could sell anything. He drifted to Fort Worth, 
organized a company, collected $200,000 from his 
suckers and proceeded to drill. He told me when 
he started drilling that he planned to sink $75.000 
in the hole. His advertising ar.d selling expenses 
were approximately $23.000. He Intended to pocket 
tho rest. 


But his- hole hit oil. Not a. very big one. to be 


sure, but enough to inakc it profitable. 


If he had marketed his own oil. he could have 


brought in $300.000 over a period of three years. 


But he did not want that. That was not his 


game. He didn't know the oil business, besides 
he wanted a quick turnover. 


So he sold his property for f300.000. Many 


swindlers, at this point, would have pocketed 
everything, charsrfng it oJI tlvj books to their 
salary, and left the country to hinder any investi- 
gation. 


Bat my friend was a. little bit wiser. 
He declared a 150 per cent dividend and paid out 


every cent of th« proceeds to his suckers. He even 
paid the fees connected with the sale out of his 
own pocket. 


Then he organized a new company. 
He couldn't kecp his old clients away! 
In one short month he sold $1,000:000 worth of 


stock. He drilkxl another hole in record time. 


It was dry. 
:ic couldn't keep his old clifnts away! 
He kept most of the snirJon. much more than 


If he had quit at the end of the flrst deal. 


Now this Is fair enough warning. Go oat and 


tell the folks that tho oil promotion game I* a 
skin game from Mart to finish. They haven't * 
chance on thslr Investment. And the promoter 
never thinks one hoot about them—I didn't— 
after their money Is In his hands.

Explaining his be- 
lief that the Indians went directly to 
Alaska across the Bering Sea. instead 
of over the chain of Aleutian • islands 
at a time when the islands mav have 
been an isthmus connecting the two 
continents, he says: 
"From a long strip of Siberian coast 


the Alaska shore is in plain sight 
across Bering Strait, which at one 
point is only 50 miles in width. The 
two small Diomede Islands also help to 
break the passage.
